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Remarks 

Claims 32-40 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1-4 are currently canceled 
without prejudice. Claims 15-31 were previously canceled. Claim 32 is independent and 
currently amended. Claims 32-40 are previously presented. 

In view of the following remarks, each of the presently pending claims in this application 
is believed to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to withdraw the outstanding rejections of the claims and to pass this 
application to issue. If it is determined that a telephone conference would expedite the 
prosecution of this application, the Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the 
number given below. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. $ 102fb) 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 2, 4, and 32-39 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by International Patent Application WO 91/01 225 ("WO 91/01225"). Claims 
1, 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent 

No. 4,923,572 ("Watkins"). Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,327,825 ("Parker"). Applicants cancel claims 1-4 without 
prejudice and respectfully traverse the remaining rejection against claims 32-39. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) In View of W O 91/01225 

Claims 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by WO 
91/01225. However, claim 32 is patentable over WO 91/01225 because WO 91/01225 does not 
teach or suggest each and every limitation of claim 32. Specifically, nowhere does WO 
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91/01225 teach or suggest creating an embossing machine roller by "curing the layer of 
photosensitive medium [. . .];subjecting the cured layer of photosensitive medium [. . .]to a source 
of coherent light that has had preselected speckle imparted thereto and rotating the cylindrical 
member about its longitudinal axis [...]; [and] developing the exposed photosensitive medium," 
as recited in claim 32. 

WO 91/01225, on the other hand, discloses in claim 1 a method of creating an embossing 
machine roller by "generating a master roller carrying an overall relief image, then casting a 
hallow intermediate mould around the master roller to form an inverted relief image, removing 
the intermediate mould, and using the intermediate to form the outer surface of a cylindrical 
outer layer of a relatively soft resilient material on a solid mandrel." Alternatively, WO 
91/01225 discloses in claim 6 a method of creating an embossing machine roller by "rolling a 
blank roller having a metal outer surface against a harder metal die, carrying a desired relief 
image, under sufficient pressure to emboss the image on the roller . . ., indexing the roller and/or 
the die, and repeating the rolling operation until the desired number of images or apparent overall 
image appear on the roller." Lastly, WO 91/01225 also discloses in claim 14 a method of 
creating an embossing machine roller by "forming an adhesive layer on a mandrel, depositing a 
layer of granular material onto the adhesive layer to form a master roller, casting an intermediate 
mould around the master roller, and using the intermediate mould to form a cylindrical outer 
layer of relatively soft material on a solid, further mandrel." 

Accordingly, claim 32 is patentable over WO 91/01225. Apphcants respectfully request 
that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejections of claims 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
in regards to WO 91/01225. 
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Claims 33-39 depend from claim 32 and are thus patentable over WO 91/01225, for at 
least the reasons provided with respect to claim 32. Accordingly, claims 33-39 are patentable 
over WO 91/01225. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw 
the rejections of claims 33-39 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) in regards to WO 91/01225. 



Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 103fa) 

The Office Action rejects claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 91/01225. 

Claim 40 depends from claim 32 and thus is patentable over WO 91/01225 for at least the 
reasons provided with respect to claim 32. Accordingly, claim 40 is patentable over WO 
91/01225. Applicants respectftiUy request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection of claim 40. 
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Conclusion 



In view of the above, favorable reconsideration and allowance of claims 32-40 is 



solicited. The Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the outstanding rejection of the 



claims and to pass this application to issue.
